Tc will be expedient toche Regimane | 
chat the Quartermaſter upon his Service may be imployed twice it a week, to brane in 
a freſh vitzebto the Souldjers, bur noe to go rwicetooneplace, let they be diſcoxerad by 
anenemy, and be way-laid bytheir forces, who may fomciincs ptove' fironger then them- 
ſelyes to preyent, or ro cutthem off by way, laying of them ſecretly iti ſome Ambighmens.

"T E thatis a Serjeant to a Company, wings 6s be wal skill'd in the Poftares, and all 

Military Motions, whereby in the fic place he may endeyour to corre theemouss 
of ſuch who handle not-the Arms in a handſome, or a ſerviceable way. And ſecondly, thar 
he may be helpfull co his Cpraiw, or other ſuperiour Officer. In time of his Excrcaſe, his 
duty isto draw forth the files according toſuchdepths as ſhall be appointed unto hian by 
his Captain, orother luperiour Officer, and to order them in the drawing up, and joyn- 
ing together the Souldiers unto ſuch places of honour, as they hall dire him umo. In a 
fingle Company heleaderh often times a devefion, bur ought not always there to march 
in reſpe& he is concerned to ſce that the Souldiers march even in their raxks ar their di- 
Rance of order in file, andopen order in yavk, To which purpoſe, he ought many tives 
to be upon the flanks, andperceivmg any Souldicr out of order, he may caft in his Hafers 
berwcen their ranks, to cauſe him to march evena breft with his right and left-hand 
men. Heislikewiſceither in Field of Garriſon to lead his Squedrov to their Gaard, 2nd 


to carry to priſon ſuch Offendours as his Caprain, or other ſuperiour Officer ſhallcommer, 
tothe Provoſt Hartiall, He is to ſee that the Aſnckettiers in time of skirmiſhing pee- 
ſent all evena breft, with their marches all cocks, giving fre all together in good cader, 
and to direthem how to fall off, and raly again in the Reey of their own divg/ions. His 
duty likewiſe is to ferth Ammunition, Powder, Match, nnd allother CMaterials for the 
Comparie. He is, moreoyer, every perticuler eyening to attend at the place of Parade, 
or ar the Fſjors Lodging, to fetch the word, and carty it to his Capeain Liemenas, 
Enfigne, and Corgor als, and likewiſe as ſoon as he is come into his Guard , he muſt 
direct the Corpora/r where to ſet 'out the Perdues and Sentinels, and how t cadet 
his. atch. He rauft likewiſe make frequent Rounds, and if he finde a Sentmel a fleep 
in the Field, he is 'ro commit him to che hand of Juſtice, and thus much conmmung 
the duty of a Serjeart. © |

P Bo Enſigne being a Commiſſion Officer, in the abſence of his Captain and Liemenart, 
is Commander in chiefe cf che Company, and ought to march upon the head of the 
lane, leading them with a half-pike. His Captcin and Liewenant being preſent, and 
upon a Stand, his Colours ought toreft upon his ide, being beld by hisright or lefi-hand, 
and unfurled ; upon the March his colowrs ought to be ſhouldered, raking up the corner 
end of them in his right hand, andto let them be halte flying, the Prkes and AMnuk ets all 
contorming unto the fame Foſfture. Marching through a City for che more grace, his 
colswrs may be wholly flag, being adyanced and held up by his right hand, criefting up< 
on his righe fide. He ought cote a proper man, grave, vahant, and diſcreet, and to be 
well skill'd in the Poſtwres of lie Fike ; in reſpeRt he leads them, and they expe& from 
him to betaught the Poſtnres hereof. He ought tobe wellskil'd in” all the lofty figures 
of the diſplaying of the cofowrs above the head, and'to make uſe cf them accordirg to 
diſcretion, and'command, which is not only a healr}Fy}l exerciſe to'his body, bur alſo 
moſi becoming to him, or any-other Gentleman, or Commander whatſoeyer, that ſhall 
ſomtimes wake uſeof the ſame, alchough condemned: through ſloth and ignorance, by 
others, who willnortake che pins tolearnit. An Enſigne upon a Troop, Loving the co- 
lowrs, or inptime of skirmiſhing may fold thera up, and retreat into the ſecond ra»k for 
the ſecuring of his colours gwhich he ought co tick by, abd not to ſtir from chem ar ſuch 


| atime, akhough he hazardeth his Jaft drop of bloud, or makes them- his winding-ſteer, 


When the Generall (hall paſſe by, or any ſuch man of worth,” he ought a little ro vaile 
his colexrs, inclining the head, or narrow end thereof, a litcle down-ward, but riot ro bow 
his knee, or uncover his head. He may ſomtimes for his eaſe or recreation upon the Aſarch, 
requeſt ſome Gentleman of knowing truft of the Pikes to carry his colours for bim, untill 
fach-rimeas heſhall come again for to takethem.

HE that is a Liewtenert to a Company, ought to bea good and able Sojldier, and well 
co: underſtand the dury of a Captain ; inreipeRt thatin his abſence he is as Captars, 
and Commander in chiefe oyer them. He is likewiſe to receive all Orders, Charges, 
and Commiſſions from his Capeain, afſuming no authority unto himſelfe, bur in the ab= 
ſeiice of his Captass, heistolee allſuch Orders he hath. received cuely execured, for the 
better eaſe unto hum.

Kingdom, and Common-wealth of the World 'depends : If peradventure ut be al- 
leadged, that he who can perform things of difficulty, will be more apr tocarry 
on things of more facility; It may be ſpeedily anſwered, that the plain Rudimencs 
and Principles of War, being of greateſt uſe and importance, and praGtiled inal 
Armies, both in this andother Nations , they are by no means' to be negle&ed, 
or omitted , but to-be preferved and eſteemed in that high manner which they 
do deſerve , for the ability in performance of them will no doubr, more readily 
preferre aman, and render him more capable of any imployment,:then the pra» 
Rice of any uſcleſle or impertinent things in War. Addeunto rthis,that the more 
eaſie and plain a man is in his command, the more readily it is received 
by the Souldiers, and more promptly obeyed, for new coined, and'Seſquipedali- 
an words of command doſopuzzle, and torment the apprehenfions with fire. 
ons , and expoſitions to have them underſtood , that not onely they oftentimes 
tranſcend the reach of thoſe that are to give them, but they do much amaze and 
confound the capacities of thoſe who are to be led and ordered by them: I do the 
rather make mention of this in this place , thata diſcreet care be taken that no 
man make himſelf ridiculous in his undertakings, or commands,bur thathe may 
be able to give an abſolute account of any Branch,which in the whole Body of the 
Art Military, ſhall be propounded to him,to give ſatisfaQion therein to any judi- 
cious Souldier, as concerning the uſe, purpoſe, and property of it, for otherwiſe 
it would fignifie nothing at all ; But when a man being yxequired thereunto can 
render a ſufficient reaſon for what he doth, or ſhall voluntarily give it himſelf, 
as to this or that management of any ſervice in Var, it will very much both 
content him and inform them, who ſhall be under his Command, and give them 
a juſt incouragement to proceed in ir ;, but if he ſhould fail in this point of Know- 
ledge and Jucgemen; there is but lirtle benefit tobe expeRed from his conduR, 
for it were far better that a man did bur little in a Sonldiery way , which is pro- 
per, and carrying good approbation to men of underſtanding, then to ſpin forch

attended with diligence, for in all his undertakings and performances, delaycs 
being alwayes dangerous , it is uſually ſaid , That which is ſooneſt done, and well done; 
# beſt done : But above all heis tohaveaneye to order , which 1s the very life of 
an Army , Andatthe aCting againſt an Enemy , great Careis to be taken, nor 
ro puzzle the Souldiers, by confounding their underſtandings, which may occafi- 
on,their utter overthrow; And this 7 me to refle&t on what hath been men- 
tioned heretofore z Let every Commander that truly delights in- Military exer- 
ciſes, ſtudy ro be exat in all plain things, and praiſe the Souldiers much in the 
exerciſe thereof, for this is the onely uſe , and isaltogether practiſed and ob- 
ſerved in the field, ]f a man will becurious in new fancies, there are ſtratagems 
enoughto be found forth, in which he may exerciſe himſelf with much variety 
ro delight the curious , and find much matter in them to be highly valued ; and 
eſteemed ; But this is tobe carryed on in a plain way,the ſtudy whereof, would 
ask ſome time;andis.not caſily obtained by ordinary capacities-which ſhould con- 
tent themſelves tolearnof ſuch who are of higher abilities. And on this account 
the Art would be more highly prized , and not onely. bring more Honour to the 
Profeſſors thereof, bureven the Learners themſelves would become'more ca pa- 
ble of good preferment abroad; And cur Military Gardens and Meetings would 
much more flouriſh, and be beheld with more delight and ſatisfaQion, nor onely 
by the Souldiers themſelves , but all other SpeQators whatſoever. 

I do not deſire to be ſo.miſ-underſtood by this Diſcourſe,that hereinT ſhould go 
about to ſtartle any ingenious Souldier,or diflwade him from any thing thar ſhall 
be new to his Invention , which is proper ; I ſhall rather incourage him , and be 
glad rounderſtandof him what Reaſon he cangive for every thing he doth, and 
of what uſe it may beunto the publick, and then it will admit of no controul- 
ment, but vacant ſeaſons may beuled for variety and delight.in making experi- 
ments of wit, fancy, and ingenuity ; provided they do not dwell toomuch upon 
them ; But the ſubſtantial and folid things of War, areabove all things: to be 
precifely reguarded , without which an Army though of the moſt vali- 
ant men , will be expoſed to the greateſt dangers, and fall into a moſt certaine 
Ruine. | | 

I ſhould here humbly offer my Advice to the moſt eminent Meetings inthe 
Artillery, and Military Gardens,in the latter of whichI was heretoforea Mem- 
ber, andam ſtilla true Lover, and honourer both of that, andall other places 
like unto it My advice is that on their dayes of publick Meeting ; they would 


have chiefly before their eyes the main Grounds and Principles im the Arr of 


War, which (through permiſſion) I am perſwaded, would cauſe greater appea- 
rances., and make their Ground to flouriſh more then ever, to the Honour of our 
Nation , and the Increaſe of experienced and able Commanders , if ever 
this Common-wealth ſhould ſtand in farther need of thems And becauſe the
